^•ONDITIONS in Europe are chaotifc aAd dangerous.

people hare suffered Untold agonies in the war. The vie-' 


tors are deuianding penalties that will tax'the vanquished to the 
limit of their ability to pay. These penalties may exceed the 
abilities of the defeated nationalities in which case a reign ol 
bankruptcy and terror may grip these unfortunate countries for 
many years to come. But it is not only with the vanquished that, 
European governments have to contend. 
The viciors mus^t meet i 


theSw social conditions at Rome as the result of their tremend-1 


- ous sacrifices. 
Discontent is patent everywhere among the 


poorer classes where the greatest suffering has been laid. Itus 
discontent may grow, probably will grow as the soldiers return 
to find employment at living wages difficult. If the peace pact, 
.shall not bring relief in way of-disarmament and ddnobilization j« 
of great standing armies and navies there may be revolutions 
and bloodshed. 
-• 


We have need of the wisest statesmanship at this critical 


time 
We must have men with vision to see the uttor horror of 


war and the need of a civil tribunal to settle international dif- 
r-culties on principles of equity without resort to arms. Unless 
this is done we- shall find the nations agair. preparing for the 
Peace of. Force which will he the peace cf preparation for war. 
It will mean continuance' of vast armies and navies in useless 
rivalries in preparations to kill and murder millions of poor hu- 
mans who will have no hand in deciding,their fate. 


If statesmen at the peace table shall offer nothing better to 


the people of the .world than a mere breathing spell while pre- 
paring again to leap at each others throat at the command of an 
hereditary privileged autocracy, the war for democracy has been 
futile. Then indeed will Europe needs fear the "reds" or "bol- 
shevists" or whatever name the suffering masses may be called. 


We in America are more fortunate. Nbti'that we can alone 


prevent war. We cannot.. When \he flames of conflict break 
out no one is wise enough to foretell the area of devastation. 
We have seen this in 'the war which, has not yet run its full 
course. It was not of our making. We had no interests direct- 
ly at stake. And yet we were as helpless as a chip in the vortex 
of a whirlpool. We were inevitably sucked into the maelstrom 
and for many, many years our poor people will be sweating and 
groaning under the burdens imposed by autocracy touching the 
match to the powder pa?.. 


But we are fortunate that we have a democracy in which 


peaceful revolution may go on apace. - We do not .need the flag 
of anarchy to lead us into the promised land. The ballot wisely 
exercised will bring about the necessary reforms for us. But 
as we have seen this is r^ot sufficient. 
We have been drawn into 


an old world conflict against our national policy since the days 
of Washington. 
We are no longer isolated. We cannot look 


coldly upon the settlement of old world boundaries. We cannot 
yield to Kings and Autocrats at the peace table without yielding j 
our essential rights for the future. 


No nation however powerful, no nation however proud and 


arrogant in victory must be allowed to endanger the peace of 
the world by unjust demands. There will be no safety against
